The  Cousin  (Kayo  Pinson)  and 
Riches  (Myra  Sparks)  next 
refuse ,  Riches  telling  him 
that  although  she  is  a  comfort 
in  this  world ,  she  would  only 
handicap  him  in  the  next . 
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where  can  Everyman  find  help  on  this  lonely  jour- 
ney? Knowledge  (Ken  Chapman)  shows  him  the 
way  to  penitence ,  and  there  he  finds  that  Good 
Deeds  (Susan  Foster),  once  weak  from  neglect  is 
stronger  now.  Good  Deeds  alone  can  accompany 
him  to  Judgment.

blood  ties  are  strong?  But  Kindred  makes 

excuses ,  offers  to  send  her  servant ,  and  the 

servant  also  runs  away.
